The wounded woman, who has 
a bullet wound in the back, told 
her younger son, Thomas, 19, at 
City Hospital, that Mrs. lIanjicola 
had fired upon her without warn- 
ing as she stepped from a garage 
in the vard behind the flat build- 
ing. She had no words with Mrs. 
Ianicola today, she said, and did 
not know what had provoked her 
neighbor. 

Mrs. Miller related that she hadi 
gone to the garage to get some 
clothespins and to hang out a 
washing in the back yard. She said 
she heard two shots and saw Mrs. 
Ianicola standing near the rear 
door of the Ianicola flat. 

Tom Miller told police that. his 
mother and Mrs. l[Ianicola had 
quarreled off and on for seven 
years. The causes of the _ spais 
were trivial, the chief one being 
that Mrs. Miller suspected Mrs3. 
lanicala.of shutting off the water 
pipes leading to the Miller flat up- 
stairs. She was frequently unable 
to get water and reproved Mrs. 
Ianicola. » 


In her flight Mrs. Janicola 


abandoned her little girl, who was 


attending kindergarten at the 
Hodgen Public School, 2748 Cali- 
fornia avenue, at the time of the 
shooting. Detectives hurried ,to 
the school thinking she would cal] 
for the child there, but she had 
not been seen. Mrs. Alice Patter- 
son, 1646 Texas avenue, tola police 
she heard three shots and saw Mrs. 
Ianicola running down the alley. 

Neighbors described Mrs. Iani- 
cola as a highly strung, hot-tem- 
pered woman. The revolver -with 
which she did the shooting has not 
been found.

ACT ATTRIBUTED TO 
NERVOUS ILLNESS 


Officer of Fire Clay Com- 
pany Had Just Returned 
From Picture Show With 
Wife and Two Children. 


Charles A. Stvever, 39 years old, 
son of the late ‘“‘Tony’’ 
and heir to one-third of the $1,- 
600,000 estate of the brewer-poli- 
tician, shot and killed himself at 
his home, 7018 Lindell boulevard, 
University City, at 11 o'clock last 
night. 

Nervous iliness, 
had suffered for several years, 
and for which three physicians 
were treating him, is believed to 
have caused Stuever to end his 
life. No farewell note was found, 
either at the home or at his desk

Body Found by Maid. 

The report of the revolver was 
heard by Mrs. Stuever and a maid, 
who thought some article of fur- 
niture had fallen. The maid went 
upstairs, and found that 
had shot himself in the right tem- 
ple. The shot was almost immedi- 
ately fatal. 

The elder Stuever died in Sep- 
tember, 1923. He was former head 
of the Home Bre-very, a South Side 
plant, chief owner of Forest. Park 
Highlands, and sole owner of the 
““ighlands Fire Clay Co., which 
has mines south of Forest Park. 
He was a member of the Police 
Board under Gov. Stephens, 

By his will, “Tony’’ Stuever left 
his estate in trust, for his widow, 
son and jaughter. Louis Nolte, 
City Comptroller, was named as 
principal trustee, at a salary of 
$9000 a year. The son, Charles, 
was named as trustée at $5000 a 
year, and his sister, Mrs. Edmond 
L. Mahony, Was named as trustees 
at $2500 a year. An annfity of 
$15,000 was provided for Mrs. 
Stuever. The trust period was 
fixed as 10 years after final set- 
tlement, and this settlement was 
made in June, 1925. 

The will provided that, if either 
of the children should die during 
the trust period, the share should 
go to his or her heirs at the end 
of the trust period. 

His Chief Business Interests.

Charles Stuever occupied himself 
chiefly with the business of the 
fire clay company, which’ has 
office at Macklind and Berthold 
avenues. He visited the Comptrol-

with Nolte as to the affairs of the 
estate.

State income tax bills for 1926, 
aggregating $2,248,285.72 in indi- 
vidual and corporation taxes pay- 
able between May 1 and June l, 
next, were sent to City Collector 
Koeln today by City Assessor Gehn- 
er for collection. : 

There were 59,871 bills for indi- 
VidiwT income tax and 3653 for cor- 
poration tax. The individual taxes 
due, based on returns as of March 
15, last, totaled $1,081,933.17 and 
the corporation taxes $1,166,352.55. 

An. increase of $73,860.49 in taxes 
due was shown in a tabulation of 
the bills, individual taxes increas- 
ing $40,750.52 over a total of $1,- 
041,182.52 last vear, and corpora- 


'tion taxes $33,109.87 over $1,133,- 


242.68 last year. 

However, the number of taxable 
individual incomes for the year de- 
creased 2399, and corporation in- 
comes 142. The bills will be mailed 
out within the next two weeks, and 
after June 1 a penalty of:1 per cent 
a month will be assessed for non- 
payment. 


BANKER SURRENDERS ON 
EMEZZLEMENT INDICTMENT 


E. J. Lovel of Zeigler, Ill., in Jail 
in East St. Louis to Answer 
$16,000 Shortage Charge. 

Elmer J. Lovel, former president 
of the First National Bank at 
Zeigler, Franklin County, Illinois, 
surrendered today at the office of 
United States District Attorney 
Baker in East St. Loui8S under an 
indictment charging embezzlement 
of $16,707 of the bank’s funds be- 
tween September, 
1926. 


Lovel was relieved of the presi- | 


aency of the bank last July and 
was arrested Nov. 15 e-last, and 
placed under $20,000 bond. How- 
ever, when the indictment was re- 
turned at Danville in March, he 
could not be found, and he was 
declared a fugitive from justice. 
On his surrender today, he was 
lodged in jail at East St. Louis. 
According to District Attorney 
Baker, Lovel made a signed con- 
fession before his indictment.

MEXICO CITY, April’ 21.—Sur- 
vivors of the outlaw raid on a train 
in the State of Jalisco Tuesday 
night, arriving here today, estimate 
the total dead at 100. of whom 46 
were members of the military 
guard. From five to seven Ameri- 
cans were on the train. but none 
was injured. Fifty-one bodies were 
recovered from the train today. 

Survivors said the outlaws, or 
rebels, who derailed the locomo- 
tive, then attacked the train, shout- 
ed: “‘Long live Christ, the King.” 

They robbed the express coach of 
200,000 pesos ($84,000), but did not 
lock the passengers in the burning 
coaches, as stated in previous re- 
ports. After robbing the passen- 
gers, they ordered them to leave 
the coaches, which were then set 
aiire. 

Some of the passengers and sol- 
diers, however, were so severely 
wounded as to be unable to move 
and these were left inside the 
coaches and were burned to death. 
Three wounded soldiers of the mili- 
tary escort survived, these three 
saving their lives by discarding 
their insignia and posing as civil- 
ians. 

Outlaws Fire Into Coaches. 

The attackers poured a heavy 
rifle fire through the coaches im- 
mediately after the derailment of 
the train, which was bound from 
Guadalajara to Mexico City. The 
soldiers returned the fire from the 
windows and platforms of. the 
coaches until overcome. The tul- 
'lets of the attackers are said to 

have caused most of the deaths 
among the passengers. 

| The charge that a Catholic priest 
| directed the attack was made by 
| Patricio Villalobos of Pepic, a 
‘passenger in the second-class 
|coach, who was wounded. This 
| priest, he said, rode around the 
scene of combat in an automobile. 
Another priest, he charged, board- 
ed the train after the military es- 
‘cort had been silenced, ordering 
his men to kill all passengers sus- 
pected of being soldiers. 


Villalobos was shot in the leg. 
He escaped death in the fire 
| through the assistance of a womon 
and Sergt. Isidro Anduaga, one of 
the three survivors of the military 
escort. Anduaga, with five  sol- 
diers, fought until the rest of their 
comrades were killed. Then, un- 
able. to prevent the rebels from 
enterfng the car, he fell to the 
floor, shamming death, The redels 
entered and knifed the _ bodies. 
Anduaga received thrusts in the 
ribs and legs. Two rebels. re- 
mained in the car until it was in 
flames. After they left, Anduaga 
crawled outside. met Villalobos and 
assisted him to safety. 


Also Says Priest Led Attack. 


Sergt. Filberto Cabrera, another 
survivor, also said a pricst directed 
the attack from an _ automobile. 
The rebels, he added. forced the 
passengers to shout, “Long live 
Christ the King.’”’ and killed those 
who did not obey promptly. 

Cabrera, wounded, fled to the 
mountains but was captured and 
taken to the rebel camp. Shortly 
afterward, he said, he was told: 
“The padre says you can go,” and 
he returned to the scene of the 
disaster. 

Manuel Garcia of Penjamo, a 
track worker, who suffered bullet 
wounds in the arm and leg, said 
the rebels invaded the cars, stab- 
bing all whose clothing indicated 
they might be soldiers. They 
robbed the passengers of clothing 
and valuables and afterward or- 
dered everybody off the _§ train. 
Many of the wounded were unable 
to get out, and were burned alive. 

Basrilio Manin, ‘an Italian, was 
slichtiv wounded. He says the 
fight lasted two hours and that 
rrany of the passengers were 
wounded because part of the mill- 
tarv escort fought inside the cars 
until the rebels climbed in.

THE UNIVERSITY PRESIDENT. 

We were given a closeup of the university presi- 
dent’s job the other day by Dr. Nicholas Murray But- 
ler of Columbia. He was replying to the eminent 
persons in public and journalistic life who had sharply 
criticised the Columbia faculty group that had joined 
in a request for the cancellation of the war debts. He 
defended his teachers in the exercise of their citizens’ 
right of speech. Then came the “inside stuff.” He 
is asked, not infrequently one gathers, to fire a pro-. 
fessor who happens to express an opinion somebody 
dislikes. The president himself is even taken to task 
now and then for talking out loud. Continuing, he 
observed: “I should hate to say how many millions 
of dollars I have declined for Columbia because there 


were conditions attached which I deemed dishonor- ‘ 


able or humiliating.” 

Such coercion and temptation, we imagine, is the 
common lot of university presidents. How many of 
them meet the adversary as courageously as Dr. But- 
ler we have no way of knowing. But everybody 
knows that, in recent years particularly, Dr. Butler 
has boldly challenged the power and prestige of 
fanaticism when he might safely have kept silent. 
And contrasting this deportment with that of many 
other university heads who have cultivated popularity 
by acquiescing in the clamor of “Prince Mob,” as 
Poe designated it, we can take literally and at its 
face value Dr. Butler’s heartening defi that “Colum- 
bia can neither be bought nor intimidated.” 

The faculty’s request for canceling the war debts 
was, we believe, inopportune and unwise. Far sound-

PRECEDENT FOR RATE MAKING. 
From the New Republic. 

U more important decision ~has bcen 

rendered by the Interstate 
Commission since the war than that just 
handed down in the case of the St. Louis 
& O’Fallon Railway. In addition to settiing 
a number of minor points and clearing the 
way for recaDture of excess earnings, it 
enunciates ciearly for the first time, and 
logically justifies, the method which the 
commission proposed to follow in its valua- 
tion of the roads for rate-making purposes. 
It starts with the cost of reproduction of 
the property as of 1914. Cost of reproduc- 
tion at that date is used because actua! in- 
vestment before then is difficult to ascer- 
tain, and it is believed that the reproduc- 
tion value in 1314 does not differ greatly 
from investment cost, though, if anything, 
it is liberal to the investors. From that 
point on, however, the cost-of-reproduction 
theory is thrown aside, and increases in 
value are allowed only on the basis of the 
actual cost of capital additions. less de- 
preciation. An abie argument, too long to 
summarize in a paragraph, supports .the 
“prudent investment” theory. The commis- 
sion evidently hopes to convert the Supreme 
Court to its way of thinking. If sustained. 
this decision will make the totai vaiuation 
of the railways at ieast $10.900,000,000 less 
than under the reproduction-cost theory. 
The majerity opinion by Mr. Meyer is abiy 
supplemented by a separate opinion from 
Mr. Eastman. Of the four dissenting Com- 
missioners, one, Mr. Aitchison. agrees with 
the policy of the majority. but believes the 
commission legally bound by Supreme Court 
decisions to proceed otherwise. Two of the 
others. Messrs. Woodiock and Taylor. are 
Coolidge appointges, who. because of their 
known sympathies with the railroad point 


of view. were expected to support it, and 


were probably chosen for the commission 
largely on that account.
